Luxembourg’s Jacky Martens 
(KTM) was the overall winner in 
round 11 of the World Championship 
500cc MX Series in Kohlenberg, Lux- 
embourg, August 12. Martens topped 
the first moto over Belgium’s Eric 
Geboers (Hon), who clinched the 500cc 
World Championship title last week 
at the Belgian GP, England’s Dave 
Thorpe (Kaw), Finland’s Arto Panulla 
(Hon) and England’s Kurt Nicoll 
(KTM). The second moto was won by 
Belgium’s Dirk Geukens (Hon) and he 
was followed by Thorpe, Nicoll, 
Martens and England’s Rob Andrews 
(Hon). Geboers now has 356 points in 
the series, followed by Nicoll with 268 
and Thorpe with 233. 


The final round of the World Cham- 
pionship 125cc MX Series, sche- 
duled to have taken place on August 
12 in Spain, was cancelled due to 
dust. It is not known if the event will 
be rescheduled. Minnesota’s Donny 
Schmit had already clinched the title 
at the previous round in Portugal. 


Three rounds of the AMA 600 
National Championship Dirt 
Track Series were run in South 
Dakota last week, taking place in 
conjunction with the annual Sturgis 
Rally. Black Hills Speedway in Rapid 
City hosted a half mile round on 
August 7 and Jason Fletcher (W-R) 
won the main event with Mike Hale 
(W-R) finishing second and 600 
National Champion Chris Carr (H-D) 
third. The Jackpine Gypsies M.C. 
hosted a short track round in Sturgis 
on August 10 that saw Bryan McDo- 
well (W-R) win the main event with 
Rex Fisher (W-R) finishing second and 
Randy Roose (H-D) third. Sturgis was 
the site of a half mile round on August 
11 and Chris Carr scored the main 
event win with Dave Durelle (W-R) 
taking second and Terry Poovey (H- 
D) third. The win helped Carr pad his 
series points lead in his quest for a 
third straight 600 National title. With 








three rounds remaining in the eight- 
round series, Carr has a commanding 
72 points, with Mike Hale second with 
38 points and Dan Ingram third with 
36. 


Two rounds of the AMA Junior 
National Championship Dirt 
Track Series were run in conjunc- 
tion with the 600 events at Sturgis. Jeff 
Russell (W-R) won the August 10 
short track final and James Hart (W- 
К) topped the August 11 half mile 
inal. 


Scott Russell rode a Team Muzzy 
Kawasaki superbike to the win in 
round six of the WERA Formula USA 
Road Race Series, held at Road Atlanta 
in Braselton, Georgia, August 12. 
Team Suzuki Endurance’s Mike Smith 
(Suz) finished second, 3.42 seconds 
behind Russell, with Team Mad Dog’s 
Mike Harth (Yam) third to complete 
a Georgia sweep of the top three 
positions. Smith’s nearest challenger 
for the titley Team Marlboro Roberts 
Yamaha’s Rich Oliver, could only 
manage a seventh-place finish on his 
underpowered TZ250 at the high-speed 
road course; Smith now leads Oliver 
in the point standings, 90-81. 


Team Suzuki Endurance’s Mike 
Smith, Kurt Hall, and Nick 
Ienatsch (Suz) took their ninth 
victory of the season in round 10 of 
the WERA National Endurance Series, 
a six-hour event held at Road Atlanta, 
August 11. The win, coming in a race 
which was red-flagged three times, 
virtually assures Team Suzuki of their 
sixth series title; The Human Race 
Team (Yam) needed a win to stay in 
contention, but could only manage 
second. Hall 'N Still Racing (Suz) 
survived a post-race teardown to finish 
third, and first in the Heavyweight 
Production class.

Michelin drops out of GP road racing 


n a shock move with wide implications, the French tire giant Michelin has 
announced it will quit active participation in Grand Prix motorcycle racing. 
The news came in a letter to the major teams, and a terse press release, 
which said that although Michelin expected to continue to offer racing tires for 
sale, they would not supply the works teams with experimental tires, and they- 
would not send service personnel to the tracks. 

Michelin dominates the 500cc class in GP racing, and bikes mounted with 
Michelin tires have won every race this year. The last victory by rival Dunlop 
came at the Dutch TT last year, by Wayne Rainey on a Dunlop-shod Yamaha. 
Michelin also supplies a number of top 250cc teams, although they face much 
closer competition from Dunlop in that class. 

Questioned on the details, Amy Chatard, the head of Michelin's two-wheel 
competition division, was vague: "I do not know how we will pursue racing 
tire development, nor whether a better grade of tire will be available to the works 
teams at a higher price. I don't even know what will happen to my job. 

“The decision came from Francoise Michelin, the head of the firm, but the 
details have to be finalized in a series of board meetings in August." 

The French firm closed its motorcycle tire operation in the United States at 
the beginning of the year, and is cutting back its labor force at home in France. 
They also announced a similiar withdrawal from World Championship car rallying 
in favor of concentrating on World Endurance Sports Cars, where they are expected 
to support new works teams from Peugeot and Renault. 

It is suspected that Michelin might be tempted to stay in motorcycle racing 
if the cash flow is reversed . . . in other words, if the works teams can be persuaded 
to pay for the developmental tires they currently get for free. 

The decision threw the focus on other tire companies, who adopted a wait- 
and-see attitude. Jeremy Ferguson, director of Dunlop's competition department, 
said: “We hope they will change their minds. We'd rather beat them on the track 
than after they're gone. A move like this will make everybody else involved 
reappraise their positions." + 

Peter Ingley, in charge of Pirelli's motorcycle tire competition and currently 
concentrating on World Superbike racing, did not rule out a return to GPs for 
the Italian company. “Time will tell," he said with a smile. Ingley was being 
courted by team managers of every hue at the British GP. 

Yokohama and Bridgestone both make slick tires for the smaller classes, and 
may take advantage of the confusion to move up to the 500cc class; Avon is also 
involved in GP racing, but only with car-type tires for sidecars.

As reported here last week, Cagiva 
announced their intention to 
retire from GP road racing at the 
August 5 British GP, after nine years 
of lagging behind the dominant 
Japanese teams.

№ reports came from a meeting between the FIM technical commission and the 


FIM road race boss Jo Zegwaard returned to Europe with optimistic stories 
About $50,000 production machines from Honda, and a more numerous supply 


There has been no confirmation from Japan, however, and by contrast Honda’s 
acing boss Yoichi Oguma told Britain's Motor Cycle News reporter: “The FIM 
asked us strongly to produce more machines to help the 500cc class. We told 
em strongly that they must change the rules if we are to do that. There's no 
point producing production bikes for the current regulations. It would be 
mpossible to make a competitive bike at an affordable cost.” 

Opinion now seems to be swinging in favor of a twin-cylinder rule, to be 
ntroduced post haste in 1993. Twin-cylinder machines are allowed in the class 
ht the moment, with a lower minimum weight limit — the new proposals would 
eave them unchanged, but outlaw the 160-plus horsepower four-cylinder monsters 
hat now rule the roost. The hope is that simpler 500cc machines would not 
pnly reduce cost, but would also encourage other manufacturers to enter the sport. 

The only one to appear on the horizon so far is Bimota, and they disappeared 
bff it again at Donington. Their V-twin, with hub-center steering and electronic 
el injection, had been scheduled to appear first at the French GP, and later

he 1991 Yamaha TZ250 road

resemble a works YZR250 
than previous TZs, with a V-twin 
engine and inverted forks being the 
primary improvements. 

Specifications and photos of the 
'91-spec TZ were circulated at the 
Mid-Ohio AMA National by 
Yamaha's Tom Halverson. 

The single most significant 
change is the adaptation of a 
V-twin engine configuration, 
which replaces the parallel twin 
used since the two-stroke's inception. The cylinders, splayed at a 90° angle, have 
bore and stroke figures of 56 x 50.7mm, for 249.6cc displacement. More compact 
cylinder heads, slightly longer flat-top pistons, differently sized big- and small- 
end bearings, a gear-driven counter-balancing shaft, and an easier assembly method 
round out the powerplant's details. 

'The crankcase reed induction system is fed by a pair of Mikuni TM38 flat- 
slide carburetors, while wider YPVS power valves manage exhaust flow. Cooling 
has also been improved with additional radiator cores. 

The six-speed constant-mesh, cassette-type gearbox is now activated by a ratchet- 
type shifter as used on the 1991 YZ250 MXer, working in conjunction with a 
dry clutch. Gear ratios have also been juggled, with the primary changed from 
2.655:1 to 2.60:1 and the secondary changed from 2.313:1 to 2.4:1. 

Moving to the chassis and suspension, the most noticeable difference is the 
41mm male-slider Kayaba fork, with travel now increased to 4.33 inches. 

The twin-spar aluminum chassis is still Yamaha's proven Deltabox, with rake 
and trail figures altered from the 23°/3.36 inches of the '90 model to a more 
radical 22.3°/3.2 in. An arched aluminum swingarm is employed, offering a claimed 
15% increase in strength, with 5.31 inches of rear wheel travel, also an increase 
over the '90 model. Wheelbase has been lengthened slightly to 52.4 in. 

The front three-spoke aluminum wheel still measures 3.25 x 17 in., but the rear 
has been widened to 5.25 x 17 in. Twin four-piston Nissin calipers grasp 282mm 
discs at front, with a single 210mm disc at rear. 

Aluminum clip-on handlebars replace the heavy steel units used before, and 
the entire package is wrapped in new bodywork.

pion Roger DeCoster will be 

putting his reputation on the line 
when he presents the Motul 500cc U.S. 
Grand Prix of Motocross on August 
26 at Glen Helen OHV Park in San 
Bernardino, California. 

Working as promoter of the U.S. GP 
and as a consultant for American 
Honda has left the 45-year-old native 
of Belgium with precious little if any 
free time. DeCoster admits that maybe 
he’s in over his head, even with 
Arizona-based Motolink helping to 
organize the event. But it was a 
commitment DeCoster felt he had to 
make in order to preserve a 500cc GP 
in the United States. 

“It looked like the event was going 
to die after last year, nobody was going 
to put it on," says DeCoster, who spent 
14 years on the GP circuit. 

Indeed last year's U.S. 500cc MX GP 
in Hollister, California, seemed to 
sound the death knell for the event. 
After several years of declining attend- 
ance and different promoters, the 
problems encountered at the Hollister 
Hills SVRA last year assured that the 
GP wouldn't return to the facility. 

With California in the midst of a 
drought and the well providing Hol- 
lister with water pumping only a 
trickle of moisture, the riders faced a 
dusty track when they showed up for 
Saturday’s practice. Some even threa- 
tened to pull their entries. Water was 
trucked in during the night, turning 
the dusty course to mud. Two-time 
Camel Supercross and 250cc National 
champ Jeff Stanton called it an 
embarrassment. 

DeCoster felt that it was important 
for the U.S. to keep the 500cc GP, and 
with a little persuasion from Moto-

link’s Greg and Yvonne Baumann, 
who are also motocross enthusiasts, he 
decided he would host the U.S. 500cc 
MX GP. 

“It makes the World Championship 
more legitimate," says DeCoster. “You 
must have a GP in the country (U.S.) 
with the highest level of riders." 

He also wanted to keep the GP in 
California, particularly southern Cali- 
fornia where there's a large number of 
people and all of the major manufac- 
turers and many aftermarket compan- 
ies have headquarters. 

“In southern California there are no 
big outdoor races," DeCoster said. 
“For the health of the sport we must 
keep the outdoor events, we can't 
survive on just supercross.” 

So DeCoster began looking for a 
facility to hold the GP. Carlsbad 
Raceway, site of the 500cc U.S. GP for 
many years before it moved to Hol- 
lister, was the first place that came to 
mind, but it's long-term availability 
was questionable plus it needed a lot 
of work to make it worthy of a GP.

south end of town, where I-10 and I- 
215 meet, is Hospitality Lane where 
a variety of restaurants and entertain- 
ment can be found. 

Although. located at the base of the 
mountains, Glen Helen is on arid land 
and drought conditions still exist in 
southern California. But according to 
DeCoster, there is plenty of water 
available for use on the track. 

“I can’t make it like Unadilla, you 
can only work with the ground you 
have," said DeCoster. “(But) we will 
have a good track.” 

So using the available land, De- 
Coster designed the course, much of 
which is in view of Glen Helen’s main 
grandstand area. However, the 
bleachers are planned to be used as a 
VIP area for the many supporters 
| DeCoster has lined up for the event 
and may not be open to the general 
| public. DeCoster says that, he may add 
| more bleachers in the same area, and 
possibly at another location, for public 
use. 

But there will still be plenty of 
viewing areas around the perimeter of 
the track, many of them much closer 
to the action than the grandstands. A 
path and viewing areas have been cut 
into the hillside so that spectators can 
move to different parts of the course, 
plus there are many good vantage 
points from the hillsides. 

Besides the action on the track, there 
willalso bea Moto Expo with the latest 
motorcycles and products exhibited in 
a carnival-like atmosphere, demo rides 
on Honda Cubs and Suzuki DR dual 


sport machines, a freestyle motorcycle , 


show and autograph sessions. Two 
beer gardens will be located at opposite 
ends of the course, and although 
spectators can bring ice chests into the 
facility, alcohol and glass containers 
are prohibited. 




















Vintage machines, including De- 
Coster's former factory Suzukis, will 
also be displayed, with a special Vint- 
age Iron Invitational GP on Sunday 
featuring MX stars of the past such as 
Brad Lackey, Marty Smith, Jim Pome- 
roy, Jim Weinert, John DeSoto, Gary 
Jones, Guenady Moisseev and many 
others. DeCoster says he likes to look 
at the old bikes but not ride them and 
will not compete in the event. 

Most all of the current 500cc GP stars 
are entered, including newly-crowned 
World Champion Eric Geboers. In the 
past, the U.S. GP fell in the middle 
of the season and the Europeans 
generally let the Americans run off 
with the top spots since they weren't 
in contention for the championship. 
This year could be different since 
Geboers has already clinched the title. 

"In the past the Europeans have 
always had to think about points," says 
DeCoster. “Now that's not an excuse. 
It's a perfect opportunity to measure 
themselves against the Americans.” 

Geboers has already proved DeCos- 
ter wrong once this year by taking the 
title when DeCoster criticized his 
training habits and many other activ- 
ities besides racing. (Geboers also flies 
helicopters, promotes races, and runs 
a Belgian triathlon team.) 

"I expect he will try to prove me 
wrong again," DeCoster says. 

Australian Jeff Leisk will join 
Geboers on the Chambers HRC Honda 
team, but he's been sidelined with a 
broken finger for several races and may 
not be back up to speed. 

England's Kurt Nicoll, who will ride 
a factory KTM, will have to go fast 
to maintain his second place in the 
point standings. Belgian Dirk Geuk- 
ens will be trying to overtake him for 
the silver medal. Geukens must be 
careful, however, that compatriot

automatic qualification for next year’s 
GPs (when there are more than 40 
entries at a GP, timed practice is held 
on Saturday with the fasttest 40 riders 
qualifying for Sunday’s program). 

Holland’s Kees Van der Ven is fairly 
safe in seventh, but Italian Franco 
Rossi sits on the bubble with English- 
men Mervyn Anstie and Paul Malin, 
Finland’s Kurt Ljungqvist and Leisk 
threatening to topple him. 

One prominent European who will 
be missing is England’s depose World 
champ David Thorpe. Thorpe has 
struggled throughout the season, but 
recently said, “It was decided before 
the start of the season that I would only 
go to America if I had to win the title. 
I wouldn’t have gone if I was already 
champion, and it is irrelevant to us 
if I am second, third or fifth.” 

"He wants to forget this year and 
start preparing to come on strong next 
year," says DeCoster. “It doesn't make 
sense. How can you begin preparing 
to come on strong eight months from 
now? If I were his sponsors I would 



















expect him to do all 12 championship 
races unless he was injured." 

There are also two Japanese riders 
entered, as well as two riders from 
Russia who will be under the guidance 
of three-time 250cc World champ 
Guenady Moisseev. 

With 31 non-American entrants, 
only nine American riders are allowed 
to compete to fill the 40-rider field, and 
heading the list is Honda’s Rick 
Johnson.

Former 125 and 250cc World Cham- 
pion Jean-Michel Bayle was scheduled 
to join Johnson on the American 
Honda team, but the Frenchman 
crashed and broke his arm at the 
August 12 Washougal National MX. 
Bayle could’ve been the first rider to 
earn overall victories in all three classes 
in both World Championship GPs and 
AMA Nationals. 

Kawasaki’s Johnny O’Mara has the 
chance to win U.S. GPs in all three 
classes when he competes at Glen 
Helen. Jeff Matiasevich will try his 
hand at big-bore racing as well, while 
Jeff Ward opted to pass up the GP so 
that he can concentrate on the 500cc 
Nationals. 

KTM's sole American factory rider, 
Keith Johnson, who has been sidelined 
much of the season with injuries, is 
entered, as well as ATK's Greg Zitter- 
kopf. Former GP campaigner Rodney 
Smith heads the list of several 
privateers. р 

One American rider who will be 
greatly missed at the GP is Georgia’s 
Billy Liles.

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INTERVIEW Motocrosser Eric Geboers

Geboers had slumped from a 29- 
point lead halfway through the 

World Championship 500cc MX Series 
to a poor third in the standings, only 
just staying in the medal positions. 

Many felt that the only man ever to 
have won MX World Championships 
in each of the 125, 250 and 500cc classes 
was over the top, but at the Citadel 
track in Namur, Belgium, on August 
5 the Belgian had cause for a double 
celebration — his 28th birthday and 
his fifth World title! Geboers also said 
that this championship would be his 
last as he announced that he plans to 
retire at the end of the year when he 
fulfills his contract with Honda. 

Our GP correspondent Alex Hodg- 
kinson talked to Geboers prior to his 
clinching the World title.

What is the big difference between Eric 
Geboers as we saw him in 1989 and 
the 1990 version? 

Well my hair is thinner and I am one 
year older! 

My form was down in the second 
half of last year — after the GP in San 
Marino. I had a 29-point lead going 
into that race and at the same stage 
this year I had a 61-point lead. Cer- 
tainly I feel stronger this year and I 
am more confident. I am more mot- 
ivated to do well, and that is very 
important. When I need to, I am 
prepared to dig deep into my reserves 
and suffer. That was the difference in 
Italy — Thorpe, Nicoll and myself 
were all suffering in the heat but I won 
because I was not prepared to slacken 
my pace until they had already done 
so. 
It was not like that last year. Par- 
ticularly in the second half of the year. 
I lost everything, particularly confi- 
dence in myself. 

Thorpe was extremely fast in the 
second half of last year, but it was more 
than that. In San Marino I had terrible 
luck, and David did well there even 
though he didn’t win the GP. The 
result was that I lost confidence while 
David gained it, and we saw the result 
of that at the British GP. That put me 
even deeper down. 

But even before that, I have to admit 
that I never hit my best form last year. 
By the end of 1988 I had won ever- 
ything which there is to win with 
World titles in each of the three classes 
and I didn’t have the motivation. I 
didn’t want it to be like that, but it 
was. Weare all human and these things 
happen. It was something over which 
I had no control. 

The aim over an entire season is to 
be World Champion, and that means 
accumulating the most points. Some 
riders seek to achieve that by scoring 
consistently, others by going for as 
many race wins as possible. Do you 
have the same motivation to win 
individual races as you have to achieve 
the ultimate goal of being champion? 
Yes, particularly because I saw how 
easy it was last year to lose form. I want 
to keep on scoring as many points as 
possible in each race and that means 
trying to win. I have already won titles 
in each class, so I would like to win 
this year in overwhelming style. The 
sooner the title is clinched the better, 
both because there is then no danger 
of something happening near the end 
of the season which wrecks everything 
which has gone before and also because 
that means that I have been winning. 

But every race is different. I revise 
my plan every week in the light of what 
has happened in the most recent race 
rather than trying to follow a plan I

have formulated before the start of the 
season. And of course all sorts of things 
can happen in any particular race. I 
go out wanting to win, but sometimes 
I have to accept that that is not possible 
and then I try for the best result I can 
realistically achieve. 
Do your other interests, such as 
triathalons, help you to maintain your 
enthusiasm for motocross after all 
these years? 
Just taking the triathalon thing on its 
own merits, there are three things which 
it gives me. First of all it helps me to 
maintain my own physical fitness and 
I find that my endurance capabilities 
have improved plus I feel stronger. 
Secondly I sponsor a triathalon team 
now. This helps me because I am able 
to train together with my team, and 
I feel very much a part of the team. 
Each individual is trying to be success- 
ful not only for himself but also for 
the entire team. And we are not only 
together as a team in competition, we 
are also involved in sports promotion, 
helping people to train and making 
them aware of the relationship of sport 
and medical health. My team members 
are all sportsmen, no matter what 
discipline in which we are currently 
involved. If one of us is winning 
something, then we are all winning. 
When I won the first race in Italy, I 
couldn’t wait to get to the phone to 
tell my team and to find out how they 
had done in the Belgian Triathalon 
Championship. So when I heard that 
they had also won in both the men’s 
and women’s competitions, that gave 
me the added drive to go out in the 
second race and win again. We are like

a family, willing and spurring each 
other on. 

I know that earlier this year a lot 
of people were saying that I was taking 
too much on, trying to organize a team, 
set up a business and race motocross. 
It has been a motivation to prove that 
it is possible to have lots of interests. 
To be quite honest, now that I have 
the experience I know that I need to 
have:a secondary job to drive me on. 
If I had only been involved with 
motocross, I don't believe that I would 
have had the motivation to succeed 
again. 

Motocross is fun again because I 
have other things to do during the 
week and on my free weekends. 

When Billy Liles crashed in Italy and 
broke his femur, you were very critical 
of the FIM and said that you would 
quit at the end of the year if the 
Japanese factories didn't support a 
voice for the riders. Have there been 
any developments? 

After Italy I immediately contacted 
HRC in Japan, and I have persuaded 
them to start negotiating with the 
other factories in an attempt to form 
a riders' union as there is in road 
racing. I am happy with that for now, 
but my decision remains. If HRC can't 
form such an association, then I will 
quit. They are working on it, and I 
just hope that they meet with a good 
response from the other factories. This 
is necessary not only for the safety of 
the riders, but also for the quality of 
the race for everyone. 

For example, who knows better than 
the experienced riders what problems 
there are with dust? Too many offi- 


cials, either from the organizers or 
from the federation, don't have any 
idea what is needed. At the same time 
some organizers know their own track 
well, but we need a dialogue. We can 
help each other, and both our safety 
and theirs will benefit. Just look at 
Cingoli. The organizers there thought 
they knew everything, no one could 
tell them anything. Billy Liles was the 
victim of that. 

Do you think that the Masters of 
Motocross is an exciting prospect? 
This year will be the first time that 
it has really taken off and I think it 
is a very complete championship: 
There is a great deal of talent from 
both America and Europe, and there 
is also a wide variety of races with 
events on traditional motocross tracks; 
the Scheveningen beach race in Hol- 
land and both indoor and outdoor 
supercross. I think it has a great future 
and I think it is an ideal vehicle both 
to introduce the sport to a wider 
audience and to attract more outside 
sponsorship into motocross. The 
organizers of the Masters are so much 
more aware of the public relations 
aspects of the promotion. Both spon- 
sors and the media need to be treated 
better than they have traditionally been 
in motocross. We have to keep them 
informed. 

How will you be involved in the 
Masters event at Maastricht, Holland, 
in November? Will you again be 
building the track? 

I will be at Maastricht as a rider. 
Manpower and bulldozers from EG 
Events will be there, and if they ask 
me for advice in building the track, 
then I will give it, but I don't want 
the situation where anyone is saying 
that I have designed and built the track 
for myself. 


(4I had already decided at 
the start of the season 
that I would retire if I 
won the World 
Championship again. If I 
had not won, then I 
would have continued for 
another year. I was 
determined to try to go 
out while I was at the 
top. 


The Masters also goes to Sao Paolo 
in Brazil. You were very critical of thé 
South American countries when you 
went there for the World Champion- 
ship in 1987. What is the difference 
now? 

That is a difference which we still need 
to prove when we go in November, but 
I hope there will be a big difference. 
There is a lot of work going on to 
ensure that the people who go to Sao 
Paolo this year will be pleased that they 
have been there, and not totally 
depressed as the GP riders have been 
in South America each year. 

Have you made any special changes 
at your track in Olmen? 

We have built some new obstacles on 
the track and we have also improved 
the facilities for the spectators even 
more. There are plans for what we will 
add this year and also for the next year 
so that the facility improves step by 
step. We have a good race planned for 
September 9, with Jeff Stanton, Mike 
Kiedrowski, Alessandro Puzar, Jeff 
Leisk, Donny Schmit, Pekka Veh- 





konen, John Van den Berk and myself. 
Last year you had a test ride in an AGS 
Formula One car at Paul Ricard. Was 
it very different to driving other cars? 
їп а way, no. It is all a matter of 
coordination and all racers have that, 
whether they race cars or bikes. The 
cars were hired Ьу a group of Belgian 
businessmen and they invited several 
of us to try them. I believe I impressed 
them. 

Does car racing figure in your plans 
for a career after motocross? 

That would depend on what offers I 
received. They would have to come to 
me and make me an offer. Then I 
would consider it. 

When did you make the decision to 
retire? 

I had already decided at the start of 
the season that I would retire if I won 
the World Championship again. If I 
had not won, then I would have 
continued for another year. I was 
determined to try to go out while I was 
at the top. 

In some ways it would have been 
easier for me to quit last year after I 
had finished third. Not so many people 
would have asked so many questions, 
but I was too proud to go out on a 
low note.

Are you determined not to be tempted 
into a comeback? 

L.don't want to commit myself to 
racing for a team week in, week out 
for a complete year, but I still intend 
to race individual races which I enjoy. 
I expect that I will ride the Le Touquet 
and Scheveningen beach races, possi- 
bly also the 500cc Belgian MX GP at 
Namur and even a few other GPs, but 
I don't want the pressure of a contract 
to race every week. Already this year 
I felt guilty at times that I was 
sometimes spending more time than 
I ought to on my EG Events organ- 
ization. There were times when I 
turned up late for training, and I felt 
bad about that because I was employed 
by Honda to do a job. 

What machinery would you ride in 
these events? 

I hope that I can race Hondas. I have 
had a long and good relationship with 
Honda and I would like that to 
continue. I think the fact that we had 
a, good relationship is even more 
important than the fact that we have 
been together for seven years. 

Was there no incentive to go for Joel 
Robert's record of six World titles? 
Yes, of course. But, as I said, I don't 
feel.able to commit myself to а full 
season for a team. Perhaps I could still 
end up racing 12 GPs as individual 
races next year! 

Will you be expanding EG Events? 
Yes, but not in any particular direc- 
tion. We will be expanding our 
involvement in triathalon, mountain 
bike events and motocross. We were 
successful in our application to organ- 
ize the European triathalon champion- 
ship in Belgium in 1992. 

You were invited to go road racing in 
the 250 team with Shimizu at the end 
of 1988 but decided to stay in moto- 
cross. Would you consider it again if 
you got an offer? 

For sure I would consider that if it was 
offered. €N

Cooper, Stanton score big at 


By Nate Rauba 


WASHOUGAL, WA, AUG. 12 

uzuki’s Guy Cooper swept both 
S 125cc class motos before an esti- 

mated 11,500 spectators at 
Washougal Motocross Park and for the 
first time in his career finds himself 
leading the National Championship 
125cc MX Series. Cooper took over the 
points lead when Honda’s Jean- 
Michel Bayle, who came to Washougal 
with a 14-point lead, crashed in the 
first moto and suffered a broken arm. 

Honda’s Jeff Stanton got off to a 
good start in his bid to win the 500cc 
National Championship when he beat 
Kawasaki’s Jeff Ward in the second 
moto to capture the overall win in the 
first round of the big-bore series. 

With factory Suzuki riders Mike 
LaRocco and Larry Ward switching 
to the 125cc class (Suzuki doesn’t 
make a 500cc machine), Cooper was 
hoping before the event that his 
teammates could help him in the 
championship hunt by taking points 
from Bayle in the second half of the 
series. It turned out that regardless of 
the number of Team Suzuki riders in 
the class, Cooper would take com- 
mand, 351-314. 

Bayle knew he had to beat the Suzuki 
riders to stay atop the 125cc points race, 
and that’s just what he was doing until 
nearly halfway through the first 30- 
minute plus two-lap moto. Entering 
a section of eight jumps that the faster 
riders took in combinations of two and 
three, Bayle’s front wheel failed to clear 
the third jump and the Frenchman was 
tossed off hard. He got up, but was 
unable to continue. 

Cooper had been charging hard after 
a poor start and reeled in teammates 
LaRocco and Ward late in the race. 
LaRocco had problems with his han- 
dlebars falling in the clamps, while 











Ward eased off his pace and Cooper 
charged by on the last lap. 

Cooper started better in moto two, 
and the only teammate he had to worry 
about catching was LaRocco since 
Ward crashed on the first lap. Kawa- 
saki's Jeff Matiasevich held up Cooper's 
charge for several laps, but once into 
second. Cooper reéled his teammate in 
and passed him on the final lap. Cooper 
earned $1200 of the $10,000 125cc class 
purse. 

Although Suzuki Team Manager 
Ron Heben denied any team tactics, the 
riders obviously had the championship 
in mind. 

“They're all racing for bonuses if they 
win," Heben said. “I just told them not 
to take each other out. It doesn't matter 
who comes up behind (our riders), 
they're to race to hold position." 

"No one is stopping them from 
winning," said Cooper afterwards. 
'""They'll make me work for the win, 
but I don't have to worry about them 
taking me out. They're more Suzuki- 
minded than self-minded, and I owe a 
lot to LaRocco and Ward for dropping 
some points off the Honda guys." 

"I want to see Suzuki win the 
championship because they've been the 
underdog for several years now," Ward 
said after the first moto. "I rode hard 
the whole moto." 

While LaRocco was the runner-up 
with his 3-2 moto finishes and Ward 
completed a Suzuki sweep of the top 
three with his 2-4 score, Cooper didn't 
need much help pushing the Honda 
team back in the points. Not only did 
Bayle crash, but Honda's defending 
125cc National champ Mike Kiedrowski 
had a miserable day and crashed several 
times himself. Kiedrowski couldn'tcap- 
italize on his teammate's misfortune 





and remained third in the point stand- 
ings, 25 points behind Bayle. 

Ward commandingly beat Stanton 
in the first 40-minute plus-two-lap 
moto, but after swapping the lead a 
few times in moto two Stanton made 
the decisive pass with about one-third 
of the race remaining, then cruised to 
the moto win and overall victory. 

“I wanted to beat Ward and show 
him that it's not going to be an easy 
series," said Stanton, who chased 
defending champ Ward throughout 
last year's 500cc National Champion- 
ship MX Series. Both riders earned 
$1600 of the $15,000 500cc class purse 
and are tied for first in the standings 
with 47 points apiece. 

While Stanton and Ward both scored 
first and second place moto finishes, 
Kawasaki's Johnny O'Mara and pri- 
vateer Kawasaki rider Mike Fisher both 
scored third and fourth place finishes. 
O'Mara got the final spot on the 
rostrum when he was able to start 
ahead of Fisher in moto two and stay 
there throughout the moto. Honda's 
Rick Johnson completed the top five 
overall with a pair of fifths after 
battling terrible starts and hand 
numbness.

When the first moto hit the track 
under hot, sunny skies, Suzuki's Denny 
Stephenson, who is still recovering 
from the broken left wrist he suffered 
at the Oklahoma Supercross, grabbed 
the holeshot. Bayle was right behind 
with Kawasaki Team Green rider 
Tallon Vohland, Larry Ward, Kied- 
rowski and Oregonian Jeff Daily 
trailing. Cooper started about midpack 
and Yamaha's Damon Bradshaw, who 
is getting tuned up for the Motocross

des Nations by riding the 125cq 
Nationals, was near the back of thd 
pack after he was nearly involved i 
a first-turn incident. 

“I bogged off the line," said Cooper. 

Near the end of the first lap Bayle 
took over the lead and Ward had moved 
to third. Ward pressured Stephenso 
until he got by on the second circuit, 
and a lap later Stephenson had slid 
back to sixth behind a tight group 
consisting of Kiedrowski, Vohland and 
LaRocco. 

"| went tight after three laps and 
faded,” said Stephenson. 

By lap four Cooper had charged up 
to ninth ahead of Daily, who eventu 
ally faded back to finish 32nd. On thd 
same lap Kiedrowski crashed whild 
pursuing second-place Ward. 

“I came out of a turn and there wag 
a jump following it,” said Kiedrowski; 
"I stayed sitting down and the back| 
end kicked off the jump and I went| 
over the bars. I had to untangle m 
bike from the fence, then it felt likd 
there was 30 pounds pressing on m 
chest." 

That left Ward alone to try to chasg 
down Bayle, but the Frenchman was 
five seconds ahead and showed na 
signs of letting up. LaRocco had 
passed Vohland, but the Kawasaki 
rider wouldn't let him get away easily, 
Matiasevich held fifth while Coope 
had moved into sixth ahead of team 
mates Stephenson and Buddy Antunez: 

Near the end of lap seven Bayle stil 
held several seconds on Ward, but 
nosed into the third jump of an eight 
jump set and went down hard'as hd 
attempted to pass a lapped rider. Bayle 
watched as Ward and LaRocco fle 
by, then tried to get going again. When] 
he realized he was injured, Bayle 





dropped his Honda and walked off the 
track holding his right arm. As Cooper 
went by, he nearly crashed too and 
didn’t have time to think about Bayle. 

"I was more worried about myself; 
I almost went down," Cooper said. 
“The track is tricky. If you wander off 
your lines you can find yourself on the 
ground." 

Another rider who hit the ground 
was Matiasevich, who went down 
when the front axle on his Kawasaki 
broke. 

Ward inherited the lead but his small 
leading margin was being eaten by 
LaRocco. Cooper had assumed third, 
but was 50111 а good distance behind 
and well ahead of Vohland. 
| “Cooper went by me and I knew he 
was going fast. He just moved away," 
said Vohland. 

Quite a distance back, Stephenson 
land Antunez battled over fifth, while 
Kawasaki's Jeff Emig charged up from 
behind. 

"Doug Dubach got in my way," said 
‘Emig. “I thought he was a lap down. 
After two laps he waved me by.” 

Dubach was actually several laps 
down after he stopped for a new 
exhaust pipe to replace one that had 
been ripped from the cylinder. “I 
jumped in between Antunez and 
Emig,” said Dubach. “When I saw I 
wasn't getting away from Emig I 
moved over; I didn't want to ruin 
anybody's race.” 

Up front, LaRocco kept Ward 
within striking distance, but the man 
on the move was Cooper. LaRocco 
began to slow slightly near the end, 
and Cooper poured it on and passed 
him with just over a lap to go. 

"Earlier in the race I jumped hard 
and the bars began dropping," said 
LaRocco. "Every time I landed hard 
they would drop more, and finally they 
were on the tank. Once Cooper got by 
I could see there was nobody behind 
so I backed off.” 

Cooper continued charging, 
though, and passed Ward on the final 
lap. 

"I didn't get tired, I just slowed a 
little bit," said Ward. 

"He was still pinning it," Cooper 
said. 

LaRocco hung on for third, while 
Vohland was a distant fourth yet well 
ahead of Emig, who had broken out 
of a battle with Antunez, Stephenson

“I tried to get by Antunez in the same 
place LaRocco passed him," said 
Vohland. “1 gave it a little extra gas 
and went sideways, then flipped over 
the bars." 

Before the end of the lap, Antunez 
went down and LaRocco was begin- 
ning to pull away. 

“I tried to repass LaRocco,” said 
Antunez. “I went into a corner and the 
berm blew out. I had to adjust the 
throttle, and when I got going I just 
started picking my way back up.” 

For several laps the top three — 
LaRocco, Matiasevich and Cooper — 
were spread out, then Cooper began 
closing in on the Kawasaki pilot. After 
a lap in Matiasevich's roost, Cooper 
made his move. LaRocco was just out 
of view ahead, and Cooper began his 
charge, leaving Matiasevich behind. 

Cooper was closing slighly every 
lap, but in the closing moments it 
appeared that LaRocco would be 
unbeatable. But on the last lap, 
LaRocco slowed, claiming he had rear 
brake problems, and Cooper shot by 
to.take the win. 

"He wasn't slacking off the pace 
until about two laps to go," said 
Cooper. “Оп the last lap he slowed 
considerably in the back section." 

Matiasevich finished a distant third 
with Ward and Bradshaw strung out 
behind. Antunez battled back and 
passed Vohland on lap 10 of the 15- 
lap moto, while Kiedrowski battled 
back from his early-race problems, first 
fighting past Smith and then getting 
Vohland with two laps to go. Vohland 
hung on to eighth with Smith a good 
distance behind. Dubach, who was also 
involved in the first-turn crash, 
charged up from near last to complete 
the top 10.

Jeff Ward grabbed the holeshot 
when the first moto charged off the 
line while Stanton bad to pass local 
rider Mike Larson and former factory 
rider Rex Staten to assume second on 
the first lap, Johnson was way back 
in the pack. 

Ward and Stanton quickly pulled 
away, while Staten rapidly fell back 
in the pack. Larson held on to third, 
but dropped back into a battle with 
New York's Kurt McMillen, Mike 
Fisher, Ty Davis, ATK's Greg Zitter- 
kopf and O'Mara. Fisher moved to 
third and broke away from the battle 
by lap five, while Larson slid back 
behind Davis. Larson continued to 
slide until he was 15th at the finish. 

Up front, Ward controlled the race

and kept Stanton a few seconds behind. 
Fisher was way behind but a safe 
distance ahead of Davis. 

At the halfway point, Johnson 
began to move, pulling O'Mara along 
behind him. O'Mara briefly lost touch 
when he had trouble passing Zitter- 
kopf, but once clear of the four-stroke 
ATK O'Mara was back on Johnson's 
tail as they both moved in on 
McMillen. Johnson got by first and 


quickly closed in on Davis, who put- 


up a good fight for his position. 
Johnson finally stuffed him 1n a turn 
and motored away. O'Mara soon 
followed, then moved in and passed 
Johnson near the end. 

“I felt comfortable until near the end 
when my hand felt kind of numb," said 
Johnson. “I was going as fast as I 
could, but I was losing time in the 
stadium jump section.” 

Ward crossed the finish line about 
five seconds ahead of Stanton, while 
Fisher was a lonely third well ahead 
of O'Mara. 

“I went mad the first few laps, then 
settled into a good rhythm," said 
Fisher. “I kept going as hard as I could 
because I knew Johnson was back 
there, plus Stanton could've had 
problems.” 

Davis held on to sixth over 
McMillen, while there were several 
battles further behind. Californian 
Phil Lawrence, Arizona’s Jimmy 





Button and Keith Bowen fought for 
a while until Lawrence gained the 
advantage to claim eighth. Southern 
Californian: Scott Brown fought past 
several riders and nipped Bowen for 
ninth at the end, while Button held 
off Dean Matson for 11th. 

Stanton and Ward led the pack at 
the start of moto two, while O’Mara 
got off to a better start and was soon 
third after passing Button, Rich 
Taylor and Matson. Johnson got off 
to another poor start. 

"I haven't been ptacticing starts on 
a 500, and they were pitiful,” said 
Johnson. “The roost was so bad I was 
riding blind the first couple of laps 
and had trouble picking my way 
through the pack." 

Stanton appeared to keep Ward 
behind at will in the early going, but 
on lap four Ward picked up his pace. 
'Two laps later he moved in for the 
kill and took the lead. For several laps 
Ward appeared to be in control, but 
on the 10th lap his lead disappeared. 
A lap later, Stanton was out front for 
good. 

"Ward's good at following you and 
setting you up," said Stanton. “So I 
followed and pushed him for a while 
and saw he was making mistakes. He 
didn't come back with much of a 
charge after I passed him.” 

“I had passed Stanton and pulled 
away," said Ward. “Then I did a big 
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Mike Fisher (23) finished fourth overall in the 500cc class with 3-4 moto finishes. 
Gene Naumec (98) held fifth until the last lap of moto two.

swap and thought I had a rear flat. 
'The rear end was really loose." 

“I was never up with the leaders," 
said O'Mara, who finished a distant 
third. “It’s hard to match their speed 
when you don't know where they're 
going.

“1 got tired the last four laps," said 
Naumec, who claims Connecticut as 
home in the summer and lives in 
Florida in the winter. “I’m pretty 
confident I could've beat Johnson if 
I was in better shape. I was focused 
on Fisher, rode hard and got tired.” 
Naumec finished 16th in the first moto 
after a crash and clutch problems. 

Once again most of the action took 
place about half a lap behind the 
leaders. Scott Brown had led the battle 
early before he fell back to 33rd, then 
Davis had to fight his way past Button, 
who had been in an earlier battle with 
Johnson. Matson was pushed by 
Zitterkopf around the halfway point, 
but then Zitterkopf's ATK developed 
an oil leak and he backed off to finish 
15th. Matson held on to ninth behind 
Button, while Dag Boyesen finished a 
short distance beind with Ray Sommo 


on his tail. €N

Schwantz's attack continues at Donington Park

GP win on the Pepsi Suzuki — 

fending off a relentless attack from 
title leader Wayne Rainey and his 
Marlboro-Yamaha teammate Eddie 
Lawson — may have confirmed the 
growing maturity of a rider shrugging 
off a reputation for crashing under 
pressure. 

It may also have been the second step 
in achieving the 26-year-old Texan’s 
stated goal of winning the last six races 
of the season. 

But it did little to change the cham- 
pionship picture. Schwantz still needs 
a non-finish from Rainey to make a 
molehill out of the mountainous 27- 


point deficit. 
In the 250cc class, John Kocinski 
showed the flip side — immaturity 


under pressure, and for a second race 
in succession he crashed his Marlboro 
Yamaha, throwing away a certain 
victory, and losing the World Cham- 
pionship lead for the first time since the 
German GP, seven races ago. 

The British GP, held for the fourth 
time in the picturesque rolling parkland 
of Donington Park, was robbed of 
excitement and a potential winner when 
pole-position starter Wayne Gardner's 
Rothmans Honda broke down on the 
sighting lap. A plug-change on the line 
was no cure for a broken piston ring, 
and Gardner pulled into the pits after 
just one lap. 








But teammate Michael Doohan, in his 
first visit to the technically-difficult 
circuit where much of the lap counts 
as one continuous corner, overcame 
practice problems to take fourth. He had 
passed a desperately-disappointed Niall 
Mackenzie, who qualified in touch with 
the leaders, but was caught out by 
Michelin's tire policy when the A-team 
tire he had earned turned out to be a 
liability. 

Randy Mamola was a fighting sixth, 
his best ever dry result for Cagiva, and 
the most powerful among his many 
arguments to persuade the Italian 
factory to reverse their decision to pull 
out of racing before the end of the season. 

Briton Carl Forgarty, three times TT- 
Fl champion made a brief and inglor- 
ious GP debut aboard the injured Pier- 
Francesco Chili's works Honda, crash- 
ing on the third lap. 

Kocinski's 250cc crash may change the 
course of the championship. His costly 
unforced error left him unhurt, but the 
blow to his pride may prove difficult 
to overcome, as the hard veterans of 
Europe pile on the pressure. 

The race was won by Marlboro 
Yamaha Agostini's Luca Cadalora from 
Honda riders Masahiro Shimizu and 
Helmut Bradl. Carlos Cardus, injured 
in one of a number of practice crashes, 
dropped to fifth behind Dominique 
Sarron's Rothmans Honda — but it was 
enough to give the French GP winner 





a slender championship lead over 
Kocinski. 

Teenage superstar Loris Capirossi 
won his first GP, a runaway that left 
the usual 125cc brawl disputing second 
place. After Bruno Casanova had 
crashed, honors went to Doriano Rom- 
boni from Hans Spaan. All the top three 
rode Hondas. 

The sidecar title was also thrown 
open, after pole man Steve Webster 
muffed his start, then bashed another 
outfit in the midfield chicane crowding. 
He was out of the race, which turned 
into a brilliant three-way battle between 
Egbert Streuer, Alain Michel, and Rolf 
Biland, who finished in that order. 


500cc Practice 


When temperatures at Donington 
Park hit 99 degrees Fahrenheit on the 
first day of practice — the highest ever 
recorded in Britain — it seemed that the 
race would be à sweltering repeat of the 
French GP, with heat exhaustion as 
much a danger as the more usual road 
rash. Thankfully, it cooled down, but 
even so two out of the top three set their 
best times in the frantic first session, for 
track temperatures might never again be 
so cool, nor the tarmac so grippy. 

These were Schwantz and Rainey, 
main event of the 500cc class, and it was 
Schwantz in control, leading from 
"Thursday's free training after two days 
of testing here the previous week, using 







































the new suspension parts that had 
arrived in France. “They're intended to 
reduce wheelspin at slippery tracks, 
especially after Spa. I have one bike with 
the old setup, and one with the new. 
'The difference is where in the corner 
they start to spin the wheel, and that 
the one has a lot more front-end grip. 
But the lap times are almost exactly the 
same, and it's kinda hard to decide." 

Rainey had tested too, a new frame 
with revised weight distribution, and an 
adjustable swing-arm pivot. “It brakes 
a little better than the old one, holding 
the rear down more. Otherwise it seems 
pretty similar.” 

On day two, both teams were chasing 
their tails when in spite of cooler 
temperatures they both failed to 
improve. 

Gardner, however, was on the charge, 
buoyed up by his second at Le Mans 
and by the massive crowd support at a 
circuit he knows intimately. He was still 
experimenting with mix-and-match 
cast-iron and carbon-carbon brakes 
(tireless technician Erv Kanemoto even 
sent him out with the odd-material discs 
swapped to opposite sides of the wheel). 
Along with whatever else he was doing 
to the chassis and engine, it was enough 
to see the blue-and-white Honda nose 
menacingly in between the American 
arch-rivals on Saturday morning. 

Gardner was trying conspicuously 
hard, with his usual willingness to take 


the level of near miss deeper into the 
accident-zone. And he had more to come. 
In the closing minutes, bunched down 
їп familiar go-for-it manner, he seized 
pole. “I didn’t go out for that. There 

as such a cross-wind I thought no one 

ould go faster than this morning. I 

as just trying for a race setup." 

Since Gardner was one of those 
suffering from post-Suzuka 8-Hour jet 
lag, this all goes to prove that he's best 

ider pressure. Not so the dispossessed 
Schwantz, further more dismayed that

"We've been trying all sorts of things, 
апа nothing works," he tossed off over 
his shoulder, before taking petulant 
refuge in his humming motorhome. 

Rainey was phlegmatic, teammate 
[Lawson even more so, fourth overall 
after improving in session three. 
Another Suzuka sufferer (although 
having won it, the effort had been 

orthwhile), he is in any case a changed 

an. With no title at stake, his benign 
ipre-race mood gives full reign to his 
laconic sense of humor, and he has even 
been seen to smile at his own jokes. “I’m 
agged out right now," he said. “The 

ew Yamaha chassis is better than the 
old one, but the bike's too heavy and 

е need more speed. It's good to be back 
on a 500 after the Suzuka bike. It doesn't 
seem much faster, though.” 

A viewpoint sharply contradicted by

ust by the pits as if for the satisfaction 
bf his critics. Unhurt, he jumped straight 
back on again to start another lap. 

Then came Mamola, Ruggia, Fogarty 
ind Haslam on row three. Fogarty had 
ested the Honda earlier in the week at 

adwell Park, and had got on well with 
the bike. On arrival at Donington, the 
hard-man 500 recruit found that GP500s 
àre abstruse creatures. "It's like a 
Hifferent bike from at Cadwell. I just 
Fan't get it to do what I want." Still, 

e was knuckling down and trying hard. 

Row four was led by Barros from 
Pons, making a very tentative comeback 
hfter his Yugoslavian crash. The Spa- 

iard was still clearly in pain from his 





chest injuries, and wasn't able to turn 
the bike quickly enough to be anything 
but a mobile chicane. On Saturday 
evening, he withdrew from the race. 
The four privateers were led this time 
by Marco Papa from Eddie Laycock, and 
left to loiter in a world of their own. 
The action would be two laps ahead of 
them by the end of the race, and yet again 
it looked as though Gardner was in a 
position to seriously upset the applecart. 


500cc Race 


'The race started on time, in cool 
weather with a gusty wind. Most of the 
major sorting out happened on the first 
lap — the first corner, even, and the race 
proper began at once. 

It was without Gardner. “It had been 
misfiring on the warm-up lap, and we 
pretended to ourselves that it was a 
fouled plug. Erv changed plugs on the 
line, but he knew that wasn't the 
problem. I got a good start, then 
everyone piled past me — the thing was 
running on three, as flat as a fart." He 
pulled straight into the pits, where they 
discovered a broken piston ring. “I 
thought I could win that one," said the 
disgruntled Digger. 

Schwantz messed up his start again, 
and found himself about ninth on the 
run into the first right-hander. “I just 
went, like, get the #&*@ out of my way 
— real kamikaze, and I got past about 
four guys." Before the end of lap one, 
he had also passed teammate Mackenzie, 
and was up to third. 

Lawson led lap one, but Rainey 
slipped smoothly past across the line, 
then Schwantz outbraked the World 
Champion into the chicane at the end 
of the back straight. By lap two, most 
of the overtaking was finished. 

Schwantz and Rainey repeatedly 
broke the lap record, but it only seemed 
a matter of time before the more agile 
Suzuki would find a way past, and the 
Yamaha rider caught the odd glimpse 
of his rival's front wheel. Then Lawson 
speeded up, setting fastest lap, and the 
Lucky Strike bike was caught in a tight 
Marlboro sandwich as this relentless race 
passed one-third distance. 

"It wasn't real comfortable," 
Schwantz said later, his mood consid- 
erably improved. “Rainey was — well 
he wasn't exactly piddle-paddling 
around, but he was making mistakes. 
I was miles faster into the first turn, and 
also onto the back straight when I got 
the drive right." 

His overtaking maneuver took half a 
lap. “I lined him up into turn one, then 
stayed with him all through the twisting 
section so I could get into a good 
position at the start of the back straight. 
The I used his draft to get by before 
braking for the chicane.” 

It was a smooth and assured maneuver 
likely to precede a steady opening of the 
gap, but it didn't happen; although 
Lawson gradually lost ground, Rainey 
stayed within half-a-second or so, come 
backmarkers or whatever else might 
conspire to get between them. 

Schwantz's break point came on lap 
17. “I got a clear run and a good lap, 
and the gap went to over a second. Then 
I knew I had the race won." 

Indeed so, as well as the lap record 
in the bag; and the Texan gradually 
drew away from the Californian until 
on the last lap he was able to take it 
easy to cruise in behind the battling 
Cagivas of Haslam and Barros, and still 
win by better than two seconds. 

Rainey refused to admit that he had 
in the end accepted a safe second. “I was 
out there to win this one. The bike 
worked the best it has all weekend." 

And maybe so, because Schwantz 
added: “In no way was that easy, and 
the pressure was on all the time. It was 
harder because of the wind — you'd get 
a corner right, and the next time it would

be different because the wind would be 
trying to lift the front wheel." 

Lawson also confirmed that if Rainey 
had let up, it hadn't been by much. “Му 
foot hurt a little, and I'd like to use that 
for an excuse. I also lost a knee-pad early 
on, so one knee was getting jerked back 
when it dragged. I wish I could use that 
for an excuse too — but these guys were 
just too fast. Keeping on the same lap 
as them is good." 

They had outdistanced any pursuit, 
such as it was, first leaving Mackenzie 
to a depressing afternoon's work. “I had 
on yet another Michelin rear. They 
hadn't been able to give me one in warm- 
up, but Kevin really liked it, and all the 
other fast guys were using it. If I wanted 
to be on terms with them, I had to use 
it too." It was a gamble that had paid 
off for the Scot in Yugoslavia. Now the 
opposite was the case. 

"I got a good start, but I took about 
four laps to settle down. The bike was 
all over the track, and I wasn't riding 
well as a result. The problem was that 
the A-grade tire had too much grip. It 
was making the bike squat under power, 
and the front go light. If I could only 
have had 15 minutes to set it up in the 
morning." 

He lost touch with the leaders, and 
fell back into the clutches of Doohan, 
who had followed a similar path 
towards a similar rear tire, but found 
the bike was working better than it had 
all through practice. “There was no way 
I could catch the leaders, but I could 
see Niall was having trouble, I got past 
him easy, and just carried on." The 
Australian was 40 seconds adrift of the 
leaders, but almost 20 seconds clear of 
Mackenzie at the finish. 

There was a fine dice behind them 
in the early stages, the one vacated by 
Fogarty when he fell on lap three. “I 
did the same as I had done all through 
practice, but this time the front wheel 
just let go," he explained ruefully. 

This left Sarron, Garriga and Mamola 
in close company. Then Garriga nipped 
ahead and seemed set to run away, with 
Mamola on Sarron's heels. “I didn't have 
the power to pass the Yamahas," said 
Mamola. “I could only outbrake them. 
So I just ran around and waited for the 
fuel load to get lighter." 

He moved on lap 11, and soon 
afterwards Garriga was behind Sarron 
again, saying later that he'd been caught 
out by a wrongly coded tire that didn't 
perform as he'd expected; in any case, 
Mamola easily did as he'd planned, 








clearly expressing a message to Cagiva 
that they shouldn't retire just when he 
is getting on terms with the slower of 
the Japanese works bikes. 

Well on the boil, he might have done 
better still, reducing a 15-second deficit 
on Mackenzie to a little over four with 
two laps left. Then he chose safety, and 
wheelied across the line to score a best- 
ever sixth place for the sole non- 
Japanese works machine. 

Sarron seemed to have seventh 
wrapped up, then fell back behind 
Garriga in the last lap, his Yamaha 
misfiring. His teammate Ruggia was 
also closing in the end. He'd had a 
couple of big slides early on, damaging 
his screen and hurting his arm. 

The hardest battle of the race was for 
10th, with the Cagivas of Haslam and 
Barros swapping to and fro full distance, 
before Haslam used his considerable 


experience to lead across the line by half- 


a-second. 

The race was tense if not actually 
exciting, and the same could be said for 
the championship battle. Schwantz’s 
fifth victory this year, and his second 
in succession, puts him equal on wins 
to Rainey, but he still lags by 27 points 
with four races left. Even if he wins all 
the rest (if Gardner lets him), he cannot 
himself turn the tables. Now he needs 
a mistake from Rainey, and the immac- 
ulate Californian hasn’t been making 
too many of them this year. 


250cc Practice 


Perhaps it was the wind, perhaps it 
was the pressure — in any case, a 
disproportionately large number of 250 
stars crashed in practice, and it was lucky 
that none of them were eliminated. 

As it was, Cardus had a painful right 
hand, elbow and hip, declining medical 
treatment on the ultra-macho grounds 
that he’d rather not know exactly what 
was wrong just yet. Buoyed up by his 
French win, he experimented with 
carbon brakes, still not popular in the 
250cc class; and also had holes cut in 
his fairing flanks. These were supposed 
to ease changes of direction, but the 
Spaniard was not convinced. His crash 
came on Saturday morning, in the same 
session where he lost pole position to 
John Kocinski. 

The Yamaha rider had tested here the 
week before (he fell off), and nobody is 
surprised any more at the speed with 
which he can learn circuits. He is going 
through an uncommunicative phase — 
all he would say about his French crash 
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ROAD RACE World Championship Road Race Series: Round 11 


was: “I don’t really want to talk about 
it;" but nothing seems to affect the way 
he rides. 

Cardus reinforced his second place by 
speeding up in the final session in spite 
of his injuries, with Cadalora having 
made sure of third in the morning. The 
Italian is marvellous at Donington's fast 
flowing sections, and he pointed out: 
“Top speed is not so important here.” 
But he also crashed, sliding off tidily 
at the low-speed final hairpin in the last 
session. 

Helmut Bradl was back, his left ankle 
(broken at Assen) in a special articulated 
contraption inside a custom-made boot, 
and riding as close to the edge as ever. 
He collided with Corrado Catelano's 
Aprilia on Saturday, wrenching his left 
shoulder, but putting the Italian out of 
the race with a broken collarbone. 

Masahiro Shimizu completed a close 
front row, just over half-a-second down 
on Kocinski, and once again showing 
a late-season renaissance just at the time 
when contracts come up for review. 

Frenchman Adrien Morillas was the 
surprise of the meeting. His Aprilia now 
equipped with the factory kit, he leapt 
from the low midfield to the forefront 
of attention, placing his Gauloises- 
sponsored bike third in the first session. 
He didn't improve that time, and 
dropped to sixth by the finish, but he 
had backed it up with other fast laps 
— a major improvement for the man 
who last year rode part-time on the Elf- 
sponsored NSR Honda 500. 

He had Cornu's Honda, Reggiani's 
Aprilia and Zeelenberg's Honda with 
him on the second row; the last-named 
another to slither off in practice, without 
major injury. 

Carlos Lavado was next, but he also 
tumbled, and broke his arm, putting 
him out for probably two races. This 
left Dominique Sarron to lead row three, 
the works Honda rider battling with bad 
handling, and narrowly ahead of Martin 
Wimmer's Aprilia, Alex Criville's works 
Yamaha (the young Spanish World 
Champion another practice crasher). 

When they lined up for the race, 
everyone on the front row of the grid 
had fallen except the men on each end. 
Shimizu would stay on, but Kocinski 
was saving his tumble for a more crucial 
moment than just practice. 


250cc Race 


With Kocinski's Yamaha an orange 
blur that streaked straight to the front 
and gradually drew away, the issue 
seemed settled after the first corner, and 
by half distance he had some three 
seconds in hand and seemed able to 
sustain that against all comers. 

Until he came to Coppice Corner — 
a pair of rights taken as one in third 
and fourth gear, over the crest of the 
hill and onto the back straight. 

Kocinski pitched it in to the first part, 
then lost the front over the crest, 
slithering into the sand-trap at barely 
diminished speed, unhurt physically, 
but with who knows what damage to 
his psyche, which takes a bad dent when 
he merely fails to finish first. The last 
four races of the season will be a testing 
time for the young superstar. 

The battle for second place had seen 
many changes in fortune. Reggiani held 
the position until lap four, when 
Cadalora arrived (from ninth on lap one) 
to claim the place, slipping past his 
Aprilia-mounted countryman at the 
penultimate hairpin. Reggiani ran wide 
into the next end last hairpin of the lap, 
and dropped another three places. He 
continued to lose ground before sliding 
off unhurt on the 10th lap. 

Morillas, Brad! and Wimmer had 
been behind Reggiani, but only Bradl 
survived as other fast men arrived, 
although Morillas continued to put up 
a good fight for the rest of the race. Now 








the pursuit pack included Shimizu, 
Cardus and a fading Criville. 

Cadalora really had his head down, 
and the gap behind Kocinski wavered 
as he pushed, then the American 
responded. By the time Kocinski 
crashed, however, it was obviously a 
hopeless quest; while the Shimizu 
rennaissance saw the Japanese rider 
drawing ever-closer to Cadalora. Even 
as the Italian inherited the lead he came 
under severe threat from the HRC- 
supported Honda. 

'This was another relentless battle, 
with pressure applied and manfully 
resisted, the pair drawing steadily away 
from Bradl, with Cadalora claiming the 
lap record with three laps left. It was 
enough to break Shimizu, baulked also 
by some rare backmarkers, and Cadalora 
continued to win by three seconds. 

Cardus had moved up to a close 
fourth, but he was having trouble 
braking, and Sarron was on the charge 
behind him, after a bad start barely in 
the top 20. In his first good race since 
the start of the year, the returned injury 
victim vaulted through the battling 
groups to arrive in fifth and chasing 
Cardus by lap 14, closing rapidly as the 
Spaniard slowed, and turning a 1.2- 
second deficit on lap 22 into a successful 
overtaking maneuver in the space of just 
one lap. 

Cardus was just four seconds ahead 
of the next battle at the flag, in which 
Cornu finally prevailed after a back-and- 
fourth battle with Morillas that had 
lasted much of the race. The pair had 
dropped Criville by the finish, with 
Wimmer fading still further, only to 
come under attack from Jochen 
Schmid's factory-backed private Honda 
and Didier de Radiques's Aprilia. They 
finished in that order, covered by less 
than a second. 

There were 23 finishers out of 33 
starters, with new works Honda rider 
Bernd Kassner, on Roth’s machine, 
among the retirements — һе 
crashed. More notable among the many 
sand-trap sorties were the exploits of 
Wilco Zeelenberg. He had started in the 
top 15, but dropped to near the back 
after taking to the grass on lap one. The 
Dutchman was busy with a furious 
recovery ride which had him as high 
as ninth before he finally fell off good 
and proper. 

Cardus was happy just to finish — 
an effort that was rewarded by a slender 
world title lead of just four points. It 
is the first time since the end of May 
that Kocinski's name has not been at 
the top fo the World Championship list. 
Third-placed Cadalora is also closing up 
again, 19 points behind Kocinski with 
the luckless Zeelenberg dropping away, 
and now just two points ahead of 
Wimmer, with Bradl another point 
back. 


125cc Race 


All year 17-year-old Loris Capirossi 
has been threatening for a win. At this 
sinuous circuit he delivered the goods, 
with an immaculate runaway that he 
had built steadily throughout the race 
to some four seconds by thé end. 

The brawling was all behind him — 
marvelous close racing enlivened now 
and then by inevitable mishaps. Like 
Alessandro Gramigni's, who worked his 
way up to second on lap three, only to 
slip off at the penultimate hairpin under 
extreme pressure on lap five. Nothing 
daunted, he rejoined some 25 places 
down, only to crash again in exactly the 
same place and manner six laps later. 

Fausto Gresini, Bruno Casanova, 
Doriano Romboni (Hondas) and Jorge 
Martinez (JJ Cobas) remained, with 
Hans Spaan (Honda) soon joining in, 
Maurizio Vitali (Gazzaniga-Rotax) 
snapping at their heels, and pole starter 
Stefan Prein (Honda) coming up fast. 








Casanova was in front when he fell 
on the exit from the slow chicane, 
remounting only to cruise back to the 
pits; Martinez battled to stay in touch 
as Romboni and Spaan inched away at 
one another, with the Italian finally 
prevailing in the closing laps. Prein 
worked through to fifth, unable to catch 
Martinez; Vitali held sixth. 

A little way back Briton Steve Patrick- 
son (Honda) gave the local fans a rare 
high point as he prevailed at the finish 
over Gresini. 

Spaan claimed the lap record; Capi- 
rossi the title lead, by four points from 
Prein, with Spaan now 20 points adrift, 
and Romboni fourth. Fifth-place Mar- 
tinez now needs a miracle. 

Sidecars 

Title points leader Steve Webster 
started from pole position, but bogged 
down on the line, getting away fourth 
from last Alain Michel and British 
passenger Simon Birchall led lap one 
from Egbert Streuer, the Egloff brothers, 
and Rolf Biland. Battling in the thick 
of it to regain lost ground, Webster 
clouted countryman Barry Brindley's 
outfit, crunching his fairing and smash- 
ing the front of his (forward-facing) 
exhaust system. He pulled straight into 
the pits, devastated by his ill fortune. 

The usual gang were soon making 
the running, with Michel, Streuer and 
Biland in close formation. But the 
sustained tension of the race was rather 
better than usual, as the pre-eminent trio 
jockeyed for position through the 
sweeps and narrows of this varied circuit. 

Michel surrendered the lead to an 
insistent Streuer on lap five, and was 
promptly forced back to third by Biland. 
"Then it was the old fox's turn up front, 
for another three laps; before Michel 
forced through again on lap 11. 

The Frenchman held the lead until 
lap 22, but it was still anybody's race. 
Until Streuer upped the stakes with two 
laps left, outbraking Michel aggres- 
sively, then opening up a two-second 
lead at the finish. The other two were 
still at each other's throats, and the issue 
was in doubt until the final hairpin, 
where Michel just held off Biland's last 
outbraking attempt. 

'The Guedel brothers held a distant 
fourth for much of race distance, but 
ran into a misfire with five laps left, 
dropping back to finish ninth. This 
handed fourth to the Zurbruegg brothers 
(also from Switzerland), who had passed 
their countrymen the Egloffs on bp 
18.

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Hughes, Swink dominate at 
Loretta Lynn s Dude Ranch

HURRICANE MILLS, TN, JULY 30-AUG. 4 
alifornia’s Ryan Hughes and 
(C Michigan’ Brian Swink each 
captured a pair of Expert class 
National titles at the AMA/Honda 
Amateur National Motorcross Finals 

at the Loretta Lynn’s Dude Ranch. 
The two Team Green riders spent 
almost the entire five-day racing week 


at the top of the 125 and 250cc A Stock 
and Modified classes. Hughes winning 
four of six Modified motos while 
Swink picked up five moto wins. The 
top minicyclist was Georgia’s Ezra 
Lusk, a 14-year-old Suzuki rider 
backed by РЈІ, Bell, Scott and Hi- 
Point. Lusk ran away with the win in 





every 85cc (14-15) class moto he entered 
on his way to his third and fourth AMA 
Amateur title. 

In all, 27 different class champions 
were crowned out of a field of approx- 
imately 1200 entires. Among them 
were five double-class winners. Besides 
Swink, Hughes and Lusk, Boyesen/ 
CMC Racing/Hondaline/P3 Racing- 
backed Timmy Ferry ran away from 
everyone in the 125cc Schoolboy classes 
while Ohio’s Hayden Richards picked 
up two titles in 125cc B Stock and 
Modified racing. 

The Loretta Lynn’s event has 
become the biggest race in AMA 
amateur competition. This year nearly 
6000 riders attempted to qualify for the 
finals through the area and regional 
qualifying format. Once in Tennessee, 
the finalists were treated to a week of 
dawn-to-dusk racing and then family- 
type evening activities with tourna-

ments in volleyball, softball, tug-o- 
war, horseshoe pitching, chili cook- 
ing, and remote control car racing. 

The first division to leave the 
starting gate for a trio of 20-minute 
motos was the Women’s class. Defend- 
ing champion Mercedes Gonzalez once, 
again proved to be the fastest woman 
on the planet, putting together three 
strong wins on her Team Green/ 
AXO/Scott-backed KX125. It was the 
fourth title of Gonzalez’s illustrious 
career, one short of the Women’s record 
of five set in '88 by Lisa Akin-Wagner. 
Even with her three-heat sweep, Gon- 
zalez was forced to share the spotlight 
with Massachusetts’ Cynthia Cole, 
who earned the crowd’s respect by 
pushing a Suzuki RM80 into the 
runner-up spot in all three motos for 
second overall. Michigan's Debra Mott 
was third across the line in each moto. 

Hughes’ first time out on the track 
might have been his most impressive 
effort of the week. At the end of the 
first lap in 125cc A Modified racing | 
the CTi/Pro Circuit/PJ1/VP/Dun- 
lop/Tsubaki/JT Racing rider found 
himself outside the top 10. 

“I got a pretty Бай jump off of the 
gate and then Mike Brown came into 
a corner and took me out," said 
Hughes following his comeback ride. 
“I kept pushing myself because I knew 
Brown was out front and he would get 
tired." Hughes made it to second just 
behind Tennessee's Brown but ran out 
of time before he could attempt a pass. 

In the last two motos Hughes simply 
outrode the field. His second heat win | 
put him into a tie for the overall with 
runner-up Brown. In the all-important 
third moto Brown broke from the pack 
early but Hughes came through with 
him. At the end of the mechanics' 
stretch the Team Green/Pro Circuit/ 
Answer-backed Brown tried to put the’ 
hammer down on Hughes with. an 
inside block but Hughes avoided 
contact, made the pass, and went on 
to take the title. Brown faded to third 
but retained second overall with Steve 
Herman. 1 

Swink, who was going after. the, 
fourth and fifth titles of his career, з 
found himself in a familiar position; 
in the 125cc A Stock class; battling іму 
the berms with fellow Michigan; 
resident Eric McLear. Swink won the 
first moto on his Scott/PJ1/CTi/Hi- 
Point Kawasaki but then crashed in 
race two, losing his fender and the 
victory to the Yamaha of McLear. ) 

Race three would be the decisive | 
match of the week between the two and 
once into the lead McLear looked like | 
a good bet to win. But the FMF/Scott/ | 
Answer-supported 17-year-old fell. 
after the finish line whoops, losing his. 
momentum and advantage to Swink. 
From there it was a sprint to the flag. 
for the Team Green rider, where he 
accepted his first of two champion- 
ships. McLear held on for second, 
overall with California's Tommy 
Clowers piloting a Kawasaki to third. 

Some of the best lap times of the 
week were recorded during Ryan 
Hughes' 250cc A Modified title chase. 
Hughes streaked to two straight wins 
and opened a sizeable lead on Team 
Green teammate Jeremy McGrath 
going into the final heat. Things 
might have gotten too close for, 
Hughes' comfort in the last moto when 
the leader crashed in a long stretch of 
whoops that Hughes and the other 
leaders often triple-jumped through. 

“I was just cruising but a lapper got 
in front of me as I was up in the air," 
said Hughes of his near catastrophe. 
"I hit his back wheel and face-planted 
into the last whoop. I tried to keep 
my cool and I got back on before too 
many people passed me.” 

Only Phil Lawrence got by and he

led Hughes all the way to the checkered 
flag, though second was good enough 
for Hughes’ second title of the week. 
Lawrence was second overall with a 
5-2-1 tally while McGrath scored third. 
Hughes’ nemesis, Brown, was fourth 
in the first moto and might have won 
the second heat had he not lost his seat 
hile leading. 

Swink’s finest outing of the week 
came in an extremely muddy 250cc A 
tock finale. After a cloudburst flooded 
the track late Saturday afternoon, three 
motos from the end of the event, Swink 
ook to the track with a pair of moto 
ins already to his credit. He pulled 
e holeshot in the thick soup and then 
calmly wheeled away to pick up his 
Becond title of the week. Fellow mud 
master McLear was second in the last 
eat to seal up another runner-up 
overall finish while Clowers suffered 
hrough the mud for fifth, good for 
ird overall. 

Richards' 125cc B efforts were fairly 
neventful as he reeled off three 
straight Stock class wins to accept the 
itle ahead of Massachusetts’ Jason 
Fowler and Team Green/Shoei/Tsu- 
baki/Maxima-backed Billy Felts. 

In the Modified class Richards 
showed a pair of ones going into the 
ain-soaked finale but rode a cautious 
ace to secure his second title of the 
eek with a 1-1-3 showing. Fowler and 
elts again followed on the tally board 
ith 4-2-2 and 3-10-6 rides, 
espectively. 

Suzuki’s Lusk was the most convinc- 
ng winner of all in Tennessee with 
Бїх decisive moto wins. Kawasaki- 
ounted Craig Decker, also an '89 
lass champion, managed second 
bverall in both classes but couldn't 
ake a dent in Lusk's perfect score. 
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Michigan's Brian Swink dominated the 125 and 250cc A Stock classes as he lost 
only one of his six motos throughout the week to Eric McLear. 





After a fourth-place first Modified 
moto Decker carded two seconds to 
capture the runner-up prize ahead of 
fellow California Damon Huffman. 

In the Stock class Decker racked up 
triple twos for the runner-up spot 
behind the fleeing Lusk while Texan 
Steve Olson flip-flopped with Huf- 
fman to secure third overall. 

At the other end of the spectrum was 
defending Plus 40 Senior champ Steve 
.Lewis, a South Carolina racer who 
competes aboard a two-year-old bike. 
"It may be a worn-out scooter but it's 
just as competitive as anything out 
there," said Lewis of his '88 Yamaha 
YZ250. “Apparently Yamaha made a 
good, strong bike that year.” 

Lewis needs every bit of that strength 
to battle back a determined Gary Peak 
for the title. In all three motos Peak 
kept himself attached to Lewis at the 
front of the pack but couldn't make 
a pass stick. In the final stanza he 
missed the moto win by a wheel length, 
leaving Lewis to score the triple on 
his Jeff Eads' Yamaha/Kawasaki of 
Johnson City machine. For his perfor- 
mance, Illinois' Peak was awarded the 
Most Impressive Effort prize from 
Yokohama Tires and the Kayo Cor- 
poration, which means a trip to the 
1990 Tokyo Supercross in November. 
Pennsylvania's Paul Eckhart ran off 
three straight third-place rides for third 
overall. 

Ohio's Phil Alderton directed his 
Honda CR250 to a 1-1-3 score in the 
Senior Plus 30 class to record the 
National Championship. In the pro- 
cess, Alderton halted the five-year 
winning streak of South Carolina's 
Robbie Neeley, who went 8-2-2 for 
third overall. Alderton might have had 
a sweep if not for the inspired third 











race rides of Neeley and moto winner 
Bart Lucas, whose second-moto fifth 
eliminated him from the contention. 
New York's Lucas finished between 
Alderton and Neeley in the final tally. 

The closest racing of the week came 
in the Plus 25 Junior class, where 
defending champ Kevin Foley put his 
title on the line against fellow Flor- 
idian Alan Andreu. The CMC Racing/ 
Fox/Scott/Yokohama/MR C-backed 
Foley let Andreu get away in the first 
20-minute moto but came out swing- 
ing in race two to even the score. 

In the finale both riders were wiped 
out on the start and remounted at the 
back of the 42-man field while early 
leaders Tim Coombs and David Mack 
pulled away. However, Foley and 
Seminole Honda/Boyesen-backed 
Andreu blitzed the field 1n tandem and 
by the halfway mark were within sight 
of the leaders. The two were out front 
a lap later and began an all-out sprint 
towards the finish line and the title. 
Unfortunately for Andreu, the week- 
long battle took its toll over the last 
three laps. 

“I fell three of four times this week 
and that took it out of me there at the 
end," said Andreu of his late-race fade. 
"I think he might have just been in 
better shape than me in that last race." 

Foley took the win and the title and, 
like Lewis in the Plus 40 class, will 
go to Japan as a Yokohama champion 


. for the second straight year. Michi- 


gan's Mack was third overall via a 3- 
2-5 showing. 

Another rider who will be making 
the journey to the Far East is 15-year- 
old Florida sensation Timmy Ferry, 
who dominated the Schoolboy classes 
on his CMC Honda CR125. In the 
Modified division Ferry could only 








manage a third in race one as Washing- 
ton's Jason McCormick and Team 
Green's Davey Yezek battled to the 
finish line with McCorrmick getting 
the nod. 

In race two Yezek appeared to be on 
his way to another race-long fight for 
the win, this time with Ferry, until his 
front tire went flat just after the 
halfway mark, leaving Ferry way out 
front. 

The final was all Ferry as the Honda 
rider came up from a top 10 start to 
run away with the title. McCormick's 
1-3-8 moto finishes earned second 
overall with California's Michael 
Brandes going 8-7-2 for third. 

In the Stock division of Schoolboy 
racing Ferry clamped down on the field 
from the very start and posted three 
impressive wins for a follow-up cham- 
pionship. Yezek suffered another flat 
tire and was out of contention after 
one race. McCormick, second and third 
in the first two heats, was a dismal 16th 
in race three, leaving Ohio's Joshua 
Steel with second overall via a 10-6- 
2 score. Brandes was again third overall 
with an 11-4-3 tally. 

Louisiana's Kevin Windham and 
Ohio's Gregory Rand were the stars 
in 85cc (12-13) racing. Windham 
piloted his Team Green/Maxima/ 
AXO/Scott-backed KX80 to the Stock 
class championship after outpointing 
Rand in the last two motos. Rand had 
a shot at Windham and the overall in 
the final heat but dropped his bike just 
before the infield sweeper and was 
forced to settle for second overall with 
Kansas Kawasaki rider Robbie Skaggs 
third. 

In the Modified (9-13) class Rand 
turned the tables and scored a 1-1-3 
overall with Windham showing 2-4-

2 for second overall ahead of Skaggs. 
Florida's Tony Haynes, third in the 
first moto, DNF race two and then 
came on strong in the finale with a 
third heat win and 10th overall. 

Las Vegas, Nevada's Jason Partridge 
hit the jackpot in 85cc (7-11) compe- 
tition as the Kawasaki rider ran off 
three straight wins to pick up the 
championship ahead of Ohio youngs- 
ter Brock Sellards (3-2-3) and Florida's 
Ricky Carmichael (2-10-2). Carmi- 
chael, who lists Fox, PJ1, Scott, and 
Barr's Competition among his spon- 
sors, redeemed himself with a hard- 
fought 65cc (7-11) win over Gear 
Racewear/Boulevard Cycle-backed 
Sellards. Carmichael won the first and 
last motos of the division, sandwiching 
Sellards' sole win of the week. Defend- 
ing Pee Wee class champ Chris Con- 
sidine was third overall. 

In the 51cc Stock (4-8) class Okla- 
homa's Johnny Marley won the title 
with two moto wins and a second. New 
Mexico's Justin Buckelew was the 
runner-up after battling with Marley 
throughout the five-day event. Mich- 
igan's Joshua Knight was third overall 
to give Yamaha a top three sweep. 

Kawasaki-mounted Gene Naumec 
was the best among the biggest bikes 
as he completely devastated the Open 
A class field on a Scott/AXO/Dunlop/ 





Team Green-backed KX500. Naumec 
reeled off three powerful wins on his 
way to his first-ever Loretta Lynn's 
win. Defending champ Mike Stahlman 
might have given Naumec a run for 
his money had he not severely twisted 
his knee during Tuesday's practice 
session. Stahlman limped through 
three runner-up rides for second 
overall with Ohio's Ryan Smith going 
5-3-6 for third. 

CMC Racing/Answer/Scott USA 
rider Todd Gardner overcame first and 
third heat difficulties to record the 
Open B/C class championship. 
Gardner started outside the top 20 in 
race one before climbing up to third 
behind California's Larry Lawrence, 
South Carolina's Steve Starnes and 
Ohio's Shawn Gates. Gardner won 
race two and then babied a coughing 
engine through heat three for second 
place, good enough for the title. 
Lawrence went 1-7-1 for second overall 
with CMC/Phillips/Bridgestone/ 
Ocala LFC-backed T.J. Brantley tak- 
ing third. 

Cernic’s Suzuki rider Greg Krein- 
brook put the hurt on the 250cc B Stock 
class, running off to two convincing 
moto wins and then letting title 
contender Dan Ulven past in the final 
corner to secure the championship 
with 1-1-2 moto finishes. In each of 








the first two motos Kreinbrook came 
from mediocre starts to displace Oreg- 
on’s Ulven as the leader. In race three 
it was Ulven's turn to battle back from 
a poor start but, even after moving past 
Kreinbrook in the final corner it was 
not enough for the overall. His 2-2- 
1 finishes bettered CTi/Fox-backed 
Davey Castillo's 4-3-4 for the runner- 
up spot.

Five Dutchmen gang up 
on one Human at Mid-Ohio

LEXINGTON, OH, AUG. 4 
he best-laid plans of mice and men, 
Te Humans, can sometimes go 
awry, and that’s what happened in 
the rain-sodden three-hour Endurance 
Challenge at Mid-Ohio. 

Lured by the $1000 bounty posted by 
series sponsor EBC Brakes for the first 
team who can beat both Dutchman 
Racing and Dutchman II, The Human 
Race Team tried for the second time 
to capture the cash. However, the former 
WERA National Endurance Cham- 
pions were again denied as Dutchman 
Racing's Dale Quarterley and Tom 





Kipp won their fourth race of the 
season. 

Dutchman II's Donald Jacks, Donnie 
Greene and Jacques Guenette finished 
second, while the Humans wound up 
third with an ill-running bike, and after 
being docked a lap for going the wrong 
way on pit road during the race's only 
red-flag period. 

The Humans’ hopes were seemingly 
dashed very early when the two riders 
they'd planned to field — Rick Kirk and 
Tatsuro Arata — were both injured in 
practice crashes. Kirk crashed his 





Yoshimura Suzuki superbike and separ- 
ated his shoulder, while Arata's wee- 
kend came to an end when he crashed 
his Moto Liberty Yamaha Supersport 
bike on the first lap of practice, injuring 
his leg and thumb. The 29-year-old 
Japanese rider, who had just returned 
from the Suzuka 8-Hour, went out to 
practice wearing new boots which were 
apparently too large, and he somehow 
managed to run over his foot when it 
slipped off the peg. 

Kirk and Arata would have been a 
decimating combination, but with both 
riders on the disabled list Zupan chose 
sometime-Human Ray Yoder to fill the 
bill. Yoder was slated to be joined by 
Mark Foster, but as it turned out Yoder 
would go the distance solo. Yoder wore 
Kirk's leathers, complete with "Rick" 
emblazoned on the chest. 

Rain had been threatening all day 
Saturday, and as the endurance com- 
petitors gridded for the 2:50 p.m. start, 
a light sprinkle began to fall. 

At the wave of the green flag, Team 
Mad Dog's Michael Barnes took the 
early lead followed by Dutchman 
Racing's Quarterley, Team Toomer 
Too’s Glen Barry, Dutchman II’s 


Greene, and Keystone Racing's Tripp ' 


Nobles, all except Mad Dog (Yamaha) 
riding Suzuki GSXR1100s. The two 
Yamaha FZR1000s of Boulder Yamaha 
and The Human Race Team ran sixth 
and seventh. 

Fastline-MCM Racing’s race came to 
an end on lap one as Jeff Stern lost the 
front end of his Suzuki and crashed in 
the final turn leading onto the pit 
straight. The bike smacked the trackside 
guardrail, punching a hole in the fuel 
tank and erupting in flames, which 
were quickly extinguished by a 
cornerworker. 

“The track’s so wet, they should never 
have started this race,” Stern said, 
sternly. 

Stern’s sentiments were echoed, with 
a few expletives added, by Larry Shorts, 
who crashed the Just For Fun Yamaha 
FZR600 while running third in the 
GTU class after leading the first lap. 

Quarterley passed Barnes through the 
esses on lap two to take the lead, just 
as the clouds exploded. As the rain 
began to pour down, it soon became 
apparent that the GTO teams, most of 
whom were on slicks, would have to 
pit to change tires. 

The first rider to pit was Quarterley, 
who called in only to be sent right back 
out because Dave Schlosser's Dutchman 
Racing crew hadn't finished bolting the 
brake rotors onto their spare wheels. 
When Quarterley returned to the pits 
a few laps later, the crew quickly 
changed the wheels and tires and he 
rejoined the race, albeit some distance 
behind the leaders. 

Meanwhile, Donnie Greene was 
circulating on the Dutchman II bike, 
having to wait until the crew was done 
with Quarterley's bike before pitting. 
Finally, some 18 minutes after the race 
began Greene pitted, and his stop was 
even quicker than Quarterley's. 

“ I just gritted my teeth until they 
called me in," Greene said, adding that 
the newly resurfaced track was 
extremely slick, particularly at the 
concrete apexes, which are utilized to 
prevent cars from tearing up the 
asphalt. : 

Each of the leading GTO teams pitted 
for rain tires, and the disparity in 
procedures was stunning. The Human 
Race Team crew put their years of 
“real” endurance racing experience to 
work to make the quickest stop, and 
their fast work in the pits allowed Yoder 
to take the lead — although he didn’t 
know it. 

Mad Dog’s stop was somewhat 
slower, with the crew having to switch 
their only set of brake rotors from one 





wheel to another. However, their effort 
was better than Boulder Yamaha’s, who 
only had one set of wheels, and who 
had to switch the tires on the rims right 
there in the pits! Team Toomer Too’s 
Jake Van Vleet was thankful to Fastline- 
MCM’s Jeff Stern, who lent the team 
his wheels after he'd crashed out; 
Toomer would have been in the same 
boat as Boulder Yamaha, since they 
only had one set of wheels. 

Tire changes weren't limited to the 
GTO class. GTU leader Jeff Farmer of 
Team Toomer also pitted for a change 
of rubber, despite the fact that his team, 
like most (if not all) of the other СТО. 
efforts rode on DOT-approved street 
tires. Toomer simply switched to a 
softer-compound Avon with the same 
tread pattern. 

The flurry of pit activity created a 
scoring nightmare, but at the one-hour 
mark the race was red-flagged, allowing 
everyone to regroup. Riders had been 
crashing left and right, and with four 
bikes down in one corner, and the 
likelihood of another falling there as 
well, officials opted to halt the race. 

It was then that the Humans' race 
went to hell in a handbasket, as Yoder, 
unfamiliar with AMA/CCS procedures, 
came to a stop at the edge of the track 
under the turn one spectator bridge. 
While some clubs' (WERA included) 
rules call for riders to: coast to a halt 
when the red flag is displayed, AMA/ 
CCS rules dictate that they proceed back 
to the pits at a reduced pace. Yoder then 
made the mistake of following two 
(unidentified) GTU riders backward 
down the pit road, and was seen by a 
few rival teams who quickly pointed out 
the infraction to officials. The result 
was that the Humans were docked a lap. 

Yoder pleaded ignorance: “I was told 
by an official to get back to the pits, 
so I pushed it back in and got docked 
for it!" 

The pertinent rule, number 3.3.4, 
section C in the AMA/CCS road race 
rulebook, states that a rider can’t ride 
or push counter-race “unless directed to 
do so by an official or corner marshall.” 
Despite Yoder’s plea, the decision 
would stand. 

Human Race Team Captain Dave 
Zupan felt the ruling was “political,” 
since his team contests the rival WERA 
series: “It looks pretty bad that we were 
the only ones who got docked," he 
argued. 

Perhaps Quarterley's statement dur- 
ing Sunday morning's riders meeting, 
where the topic again arose, summed 
it up best: “Ном are they (the officials) 
going to talk to you if you're going 30 
mph? It was his (Yoder's) fault for 
stopping.” 

Ironically, Team Muzzy Kawasaki’s 
Scott Russell would lose Sunday's 600cc 
Supersport race due to the same 
infraction. 

During the red flag period, Kipp had 
the Dutchman crew soften up the 
suspension, because with the exception 
of tires the bike was still set up for a 
dry track. They also taped around the 
airbox and rear tire to keep as much 
rain water as possible out of the 
carburetors. As Kipp would say later, 
“That red flag saved us.” 

With the Humans being docked a lap, 
Dutchman II was credited with the lead, 
one lap ahead of the field. The restart 
from original grid positions saw Kipp 
grab the holeshot, then take advantage 
of his bike's now-perfect wet-weather 
setup to make up the lap and pass 
Guenette to take the lead. It was an 
awesome exhibition of fearless rain 
riding, as the local Ohio resident aimed 
to impress his many friends and fans. 

Jacks replaced Guenette on the 
Dutchman II machine, and rode what 
he called the “funnest” race of the year 
to claim second place. Jacks crossed the 





finish line right in front of Dutchman’s 
Quarterley as the latter took the check- 
ered flag, thereby remaining on the lead 
lap. 

The Humans had problems late in 
the race, as the bike began to sputter 
and slow. The crew tried changing the 
battery, but that didn't fix the problem 
and Yoder limped home with a sus- 
pected faulty ignition to claim third, 
one lap in arrears. 

Team Toomer Too's Glenn Barry 
rode two hours and 40 minutes of the 
three-hour race, pitting just 20 minutes 
from the end: “I could have gone the 
distance, but I thought there was a rule 
that you had to have a teammate,” Barry 
said, adding, "My leg was hurting, 
anyway." Mark Chin rode the remain- 
ing laps to bring the Suzuki home 
fourth, a lap behind the Humans. 

Team Mad Dog’s Michael Barnes and 
Larry Schwartzbach finished fifth, with 
a crash by each rider adding to the time 
they lost changing tires. The team's 
GTU bike fared worse, as Jim Sabin 
crashed it out of the race early on. 

Keystone Racing's Tripp Nobles and 
Jay Denham had run in and around 
the top five, but their day ended when, 
after pitting to defog his visor, Nobles 
attempted to make up too much time 
at once and crashed, highsiding the big 
Suzuki and suffering injuries to his foot, 
elbow and hand. Nobles' crash put a 
capper on Team Captain George Fitts' 
black day, since David Smith had 
wadded his second bike earlier in the 
race. 

Dutchman's win now gives them a 
45-point lead in the standings over 
Dutchman II, 112-67, with Dutchman 
II moving past Keystone with 58 points 
to occupy second place. 

The GTU contest was truly bizarre, 
as the usual frontrunners fell by the 
wayside. Super ‘B’s Scott Zampach and 
Will Balisky had a troublesome day to 
finish eighth. First, the team pitted to 
change to rain tires, then Balisky fell, 
bending the steering damper. When 
Zampach climbed aboard, he promptly 
Tan over a curb and pitted to have the 
troublesome damper removed. When 
Balisky commented that he liked it that 
way, Zampach said, “Fine, you ride it." 
So he did. 

In addition to pitting for tires early, 
Team Toomer's Farmer crashed once, 
and when the motor quit late in the 
race the team was credited with a 
miserable 16th place. 

A number of СТО teams led the race, 
the weirdest of which was the so-called 
Pickering Valley Roadracers, consisting 
only of William Ronald McGill on a 
Honda Hawk 650cc V-twin. Gill, who 
was returning to road racing following 
a 10-year absence, led some 20 laps 
before crashing when a brake line came 
adrift. He eventually finished llth in 
class, just six laps behind the winners. 

In the end, it was another solo rider 
who took the GTU class win as 
Thumper Brothers’ John Condron 
went the distance on Bill Cardell’s 
Yamaha FZR600. “We won, that’s all 
that matters," said Condron, who's 
sponsored by Dealer Alternative, 
Klymenk-Flow and Power Mist. 

Northstar. GTU's Scott Ruehle and 
Mike Moores finished second in GTU, 
one lap behind the leader, with Ruehle 
crashing once after the restart. 

Norben Racing's Jim Kusar and 
Ralph Johnston, fresh from their 
Mediumweight Superbike win in the 
WERA 6-Hour at Grattan, Michigan 
the previous weekend, finished third, on 
the same lap as Northstar, after leading 
at the halfway point and crashing more 
than once. 

Team America's Frank Slaughter and 
Andrew Deatherage finished fourth, an 
additional lap behind, while Road

NAMUR, BELGIUM, AUG. 5 

elgian Eric Geboers celebrated 
B his 28th birthday in style by 

clinching his fifth MX World 
Championship with the overall vic- 
tory at the Citadel. It was Geboers' 
second 500cc World title, his first 
coming in 1988. Geboers also won the 
250cc crown in 1987 and two 125cc 
titles in 1982-'83. 

A crash in race one restricted 
Geboers to fifth in a race won by a 
rejuvenated David Thorpe. In the 
second moto Geboers scored a narrow 
win over Kurt Nicoll, while deposed 
champ Thorpe crashed with another 
rider and eventually pulled out. 

Geboers ended the day with 31 
championship points, just one ahead 
of a three-way tie for second overall 
between Nicoll, Kees Van der Ven and 
Paul Malin, who had finished second 
behind Thorpe in moto one. Nicoll 
was second on the rostrum via his 4- 
2 moto finishes while Van der Ven, 
who scored a pair of thirds in his best 
GP of the year, completed the top 
three. 

Although the GP at the famed 
Citadel circuit, which is laid out on 
the grounds of an old fortress, pro- 
vided fantastic racing, it came very 
close to not even being run after a 
riders' strike over the dusty conditions 
was called on Saturday. As tempera- 
tures soared to nearly 100 degrees, the 
riders were horrified the day before the 
event to find very little had been done 
to prevent dust, but the main uphill 
had been overwatered so that deep ruts 
formed and forced riders to the edges 
of the track. Where the track entered 
the woodlands there had been no 
watering. 

After just two laps of practice, 
Belgian Georges Jobe and England's 
Thorpe stopped and encouraged 
others to join them in protesting the 
conditions. Englishman Nicoll and 
Geboers joined them in a foursome to 
represent the riders. 

'The four inspected the track again 
after further watering, and although 
Geboers wanted to race so that he 
could clinch the title before millions 
of spectators (both races were sche- 
duled for live TV coverage in Bel- 
gium), he agreed with the other three 
when they saw that the most danger- 
ous sections of the course still hadn't 
been watered. The FIM Jury decided 
to revise Sunday's race schedule, with 
the four riders inspecting the course 
once again early in the morning. 

With no sprinkler system, the only 
possibility of watering the wooded 
hillside was to bring in the local fire 
brigade with hoses, but it wanted 200 
free tickets and the organizers refused. 
Instead they managed to swamp the 
track with water overnight, making a 
muddy mess for practice but otherwise 
saving the GP. 

For the fourth successive GP it was 
18-year-old Englishman Malin who 
led away in the first moto as he edged 
out Van der Ven in turn three after 
they had broadslided side by side 
through the first two corners. In the 
previous three events Malin has 
thrown away his leads with crashes 





within the first two laps, but this time 
he wasn't going to be demoted so 
easily. 

His Kawasaki teammate Thorpe 
was fourth leaving the Esplanade on 
the first lap behind Arto Pantilla, but 
he was ahead of the Finn by the end 
of the lap and after two laps had passed 
Van der Ven. But Malin wasn’t going 
to give up without a fight. Not until 
halfway through the 40-minute plus 
two-lap moto could Thorpe get past 
as neither rider gave nor asked an inch, 
Once out front Thorpe gradually built 
up a lead and nobody else in the race 
would see either of the green machines 
until the finish. 

Van der Ven had two challengers 
for his third position, Geboers and 
Nicoll. Neither had started well as 
Nicoll left the main arena 10th with 
Geboers in his wheel tracks, but the 
Englishman was already in trouble. 
Nicoll’s goggles had broken and as he 
struggled for vision Geboers took 
advantage to move forward quicker. 

After a lap Geboers was ninth and 
Nicoll 11th. A lap later Geboers had 
passed Dirk Geukens and Jobe, but 
from that point on Nicoll matched 
him positions as they moved forward. 
At half distance Geboers passed Diet- 
mar Lacher to hold fifth behind 
Pantilla, and a lap later the Finn fell 
to Geboers’ charge. A little further 
behind Nicoll tore through a battle 
between Leif Persson, Jobe and 
Geukens. 

But then Nicoll got a flat rear tire, 
though nobody could hardly have 
known as he continued to press on 
relentlessly, demoting both Pantilla 
and Lacher in style. 

In the meantime Geboers had 
caught Van der Ven, but Geboers was 
only to hold third for two laps. A 
hay bale had become dislodged at the 
bottom of the main hill and with two 
laps remaining Geboers touched it 
and went down on the asphalt. By 
the time Geboers got going again he 
was down to seventh, but he quickly 
repassed Pantilla and set off after 
Lacher, who was confident of hold- 
ing fifth until halfway around the 
final circuit. 

"I thought I was running out of 
fuel," said Lacher. “The engine nearly 
died on me three times. Eric got me 
just before the finish." 

Nicoll had put Van der Ven in his 
sights but realized that there was no 
way he was going to pass him with 
a flat tire and backed off in the final 
half lap for a comfortable fourth. 
Pantilla just held off the rampant 
Belgian trio of Jobe, Geukens and 
Jacky Martens after a number of 
challengers hit trouble. 

“I was feeling good in eighth, but 
then I got a flat rear tire a couple of 
laps before the end," said Persson. 

“My first points of the year, but I 
should have been in the top 10," said 
England's Rob Andrews. “1 had 
caught Jobe and was lining him up 
for a pass on the big hill. But the hay 
bale, which Geboers must have also 
hit, was across my line." 

“I was keeping up with Martens as 





we closed on the group ahead, but 
Andrews got in my way and I lost 
traction on the asphalt,” said Stefan 
Larsson. “That let Jacky get away 
from me." 

Kurt Ljungqvist had a flat tire on 
lap two after a reasonable start, while 
Franco Rossi had already gone down 
and out on lap one. 

As fellow KTM fast starter Brian 
Wheeler slid off in the first turn, it 
was аран Уап der Ven who took the 
holeshot in race two and Jacky 
Martens was right behind him as 
Lacher, Geboers, Thorpe, Malin, 
Nicoll, Pantilla and Persson headed 
the pack. 

The old and new champion both 
passed Lacher quickly, and Geboers 
suddenly found himself alone chasing 
Van der Ven for the lead, as Martens 
crashed on the asphalt road and took 
out Thorpe. Both continued, Martens 
to finish 10th, but Thorpe retired after 
dropping out of the points with the 
front brake caliper bent. 

Just a few hundred feet earlier in 
the woods, Lacher had crashed at a 
narrow .section and was run over by 
Nicoll. Unable to get back to his bike, 
he restarted last but pulled out with 
an injured finger. 

Despite stern resistance for several 
laps, Geboers took the lead from Van 
der Ven before half distance and 
established an eight second lead before 
Nicoll could follow him past the 
Dutchman. 

Malin was also after Van der Ven 
and the overall was wide open. If any 
of the three chasers could improve 
their position they could deny Geboers 
the overall win. Malin. made numer- 
ous attempts but was destined not to 
be the youngest ever Namur winner, 
and in the end it was Nicoll who 
almost toppled Geboers from his GP 
win. Geboers realized just soon 
enough that the Englishman was 
coming to cross the line half a bike 
in front. The title was already secure 
but Geboers had wanted to do it in 
style. 

After his long lay-off Persson proved 
that he is back on form by holding 
fifth at half distance. Geukens and 
Ljungqvist both passed him in the 
final laps but they have both been on 
top form for many weeks. 

Pantilla also had another good ride, 
being passed late on by a hard- 
charging Anstie, while Larsson could, 
again, be satisfied with a strong ride 
to llth behind Martens. €N

Joe McCormick and Barrett Brown tied for 
the overall win at the Lone Wolf One-Day. 
The 1988 race saw rain-soaked trails turn into 
mud troughs that kept club members pulling 
bikes out 'till way past their planned hour 
of departure.

Joe McCormick roosted into the lead 
with his ATK 406 during the next long-uphill 
special test and claimed the fast time for that 
section. Tests number three and four however; 
were dominated by the Suzuki RMX250 of 
Barrett Brown, chosen as a member of the U.S. 
ISDE team this year. 

By the time the scores had been tallied, the 
overall win honors had to be shared between 
ATK rider Joe McCormick and Suzuki rider 
Brown. Each rider claimed a class win for 
Open Expert and 250cc Expert respectively. 

Dan Harte held on to the runner-up 
position with Bill Bishop's Honda nipping 
at his heels, a close three seconds hehind.

Casper began to rebel against the situation 
and slammed Felts out of the way, Felts 
retalliated by cutting the Suzuki rider off down 
the front straightaway. Casper finally landed 
the fatal blow where Felts had been brake 
checking him all night. Casper anticipated 
the brake check and stuffed Felts into the 
ground. Casper charged back to the rear of 
McIntosh but the checkered flag waved and 
McIntosh took the win.

Glenn Szarek and David Murray were the top 
money winners in AMA/CCS Road Race 
action at Summit Point Raceway. 

Szarek, earned $1685 (with $1300 coming 
from Yamaha contingencies), and Murray 
won an additional $900 from Yamaha. 

In the $1000 Unlimited Grand Prix sprint 
race, Szarek and his Dunlop-shod Yamaha 
FZR600 proved that bigger is not always better 
at Summit Point by besting Steven Harrison 
on a Kawasaki ZX7 and David Murray on his 
Yamaha FZR1000. Harrison grabbed the 
holeshot with Murray and Szarek hot on his 
heels, but by lap two. Szarek had taken the 
lead and was pulling clear from the field. At 
the checkers, Szarek had a decisive, 20 bike 
length victory, worth $500 from Yamaha and 
$250 in purse money from AMA/CCS. 

Szarek, Murray and Harrison put on the 
weekend's best race in Heavyweight Super- 
bike. Harrison again grabbed the holeshot 
followed by Murray and Szarek. After five laps, 
the trio had separated themselves from the 
field with Harrison leading by five bike 
lengths. On lap six, Szarek snuck past Murray 
and had placed himself right on Harrison's 
rear wheel, setting up a lap-seven pass that 
would earn him the first-place trophy and a 
$500 check from Yamaha.
